Special Exhibits 


Shakespeare: the Globe and the World, 

a major multi-media exhibition drawn from 
the world-famous collection of the Folger 
Shakespeare Library in Washington, D.C., 
opens a 23-month nation-wide tour on 
October 6 at the Academy. The exhibition 
has been made possible by grants from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities, 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
Exxon Corporation, and the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting. 


The tour marks the first time that the 
Folger has permitted the rare books, manu- 
scripts, prints, paintings, sculpture and 
costumes of its collection to be shown out- 
side its building, located one block from 
the Capitol. 


The exhibit has been designed to bring to 
life the world of Elizabethan England for 
millions of Americans. It will demonstrate 
how our world has been influenced by the 
remarkable age of the Renaissance and 
make the point that Shakespeare was “not 
of an age, but for all time’. 


Shakespeare: the Globe and the World, 
was designed by Stuart Silver, former 
Design Director of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, who has been responsible for many 
of the most important traveling art shows 

of recent years. The exhibition will include 
such treasures from the Folger collection 
as the First Folio (the first printing in one 
volume of the complete canon of Shakes- 
peare’s plays, except for Pericles in 1623), 
the personal Bible of Elizabeth |, a school- 
book belonging to Henry VIII, the royal 
warrant for the release of Sir Walter Raleigh 
from the Tower of London, and the Can- 
terbury Tales, published by the first English 
printer, William Caxton. 


In addition, the whole romance of Shakes- 
peare on the stage, from his time to ours, 
will be evoked by a wide selection of rare 
materials, including quartos (early printed 
versions of the play), set designs and cos- 
tumes, and the famous Adams model of the 
Globe playhouse. Also included in the ex- 
hibition are six theatrical environments, 
each focusing on a representative Shakes- 
peare play: ‘“‘Romeo and Juliet’, “Hamlet”, 
“A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” “‘Henry V”, 
‘Julius Caesar’, and “Macbeth”. Film clips 
from the most famous of modern perform- 


ances of these works will be screened ona 
stage in each of these mini-theaters. 


Accompanying the exhibition is a gift shop, 
located in Hohfeld II Gallery featuring a 
variety of Shakespearean items. Also avail- 
able is the exhibition catalogue, published 
by Oxford University Press and written by 
Sam Schoenbaum, distinguished professor 
of Rennaissance studies at the University 
of Maryland and author of three major 
studies of Shakespeare. 


Another new exhibit opening the first of 
October in the Patricia Price Peterson Gal- 
lery, John Adair: Southwest Images, fea- 
tures more than 50 superb black and white 
photographs of American Southwest In- 
dians, by visual anthropologist and newly- 
elected Fellow of the Academy, John Adair. 
The photographs on display are predomi- 
nantly from the 1930’s, some of which have 
never been seen before in an exhibition. 
Noted for his long and distinguished career 
in the study of Southwest Indians, Adair has 
worked with the Zuni, Pueblo and Navajo 
natives for 40 years, a close association 
which is evident in his work. Adair is par- 
ticularly known for his use of photography 
as an enthnographic methodology. His book 
Through Navajo Eyes is a breakthrough in 
the use of ethnographic film to further our 
understanding about the cognitive aspects 
of other cultures. By having his informants 
photograph themselves, he was able to see 
aspects of time and space that our Western 
eyes and ways of thinking would never have 
perceived. 


Also opening October 1 in the Atholl 
McBean Gallery is Nudibranchs: Gaudy 
Slugs of the Sea, featuring stunning color 
photographs of the brightly-colored sea 
creatures related to the slugs of your gar- 
den. Nudibranchs are beautiful molluscs, 
so-named for their naked gills and shell-less 
bodies. Several hundred species are known 
from the word’s tropical and temperate 
shallow oceans and seas, many of which 
have been photographed for the first time 
by underwater photographer Edwin Janss, 
whose work is on view in the exhibition. As 
an added attraction, free-standing 
aquariums housing live specimens of both 
sea and terrestrial slugs will be on display.

New Botanical Prints by Henry Evans, is an 
exhibit of new works by this well-known 
botanical artist and friend of the Academy. 
Henry Evans has been making botanical 
prints since 1959 and has been accorded 
more than 200 one-man shows at many 
museums throughout the United States and 
the world. Self-taught as a printer, botanist 
and artist, he has developed a unique style 
and technique. He draws directly from life 
and all subjects are shown life-size. He 
uses linoleum as a printing surface and an 
1852 Washington hand press to make the 
prints.
